« ing le pu rpose of hom estead settle­ 
ment. 
Roosev elt did n ot attack the a d­ 
m in istration 
In fact, he did n ot re­ 
fe r to it by spoken word. 
He ig n ored 
T aft an d he omitted an y referen ce th at 
cou ld possibly be con stru ed as an in ­ 
dorsem en t of what the adm in istration 
h as don e. 
Colorado leg islators who 
ha v e been fig htin g their own battles 
with Gov ern or Shafroth ou t here had 
the opportu n ity of hearin g the colon el 
ra il ag ain st the su prem e cou rt an d 
plea d for the m ore adv an ced sy stem. 
H e asked them to be prog ressiv e, be­ 
cau se he said a g reat democracy m u st 
be prog ressiv e or else fall.

There is somethin g fairly comic in 
the appeal made by m an y of these 
men in fav or of state con trol when 
y ou realize that the g reat corporation s 
seekin g the priv ileg es of dev elopin g 
the w ater power in an y g iv en state are 
a t least as apt to be own ed ou tside 
that state as within it. 
In this cou n ­ 
try n ow aday s capital has a n ation al 
an d n ot a state u se. 
The g reat corporation s which are 
m an ag ed an d larg ely own ed in the 
older states are those which are most 
in ev iden ce in dev elopin g an d u sin g 
the min es au d w ater pow’ers an d for­ 
ests of the n ew territories an d the n ew’ 
states from Alaska to Arizon a. 
1 hav e beeu g en u in ely am u sed du r 
in g the past two mon ths a t hav in g a r­ 
g u m en ts presen ted to me on l>ehalf of 
certain rich men from New York an d 
Ohio, for in stan ce, as to why Colorado 
an d 
other 
Rocky 
mou n tain 
states 
shou ld m an ag e their own w ater power 
sites. 
Now, these men may be g ood 
citizen s accordin g to their lig hts, bu t 
n atu rally en ou g h their special in terest 
obscu res their sen se of the pu blic n eed, 
an d as their object is to escape an effi­ 
cien t con trol, ex ercised in the in terest 
of all the people of the cou n try , they 
clam or to be pu t u n der the state in ­ 
stead of u n der the u ation . 
If w e are foolish en ou g h to g ran t 
their requ ests we shall hav e ou rselv es 
to blame w hen we wake u p to fin d that 
we hav e permitted an other priv ileg e 
to in tren ch itself an d an other portion 
of w hat shou ld be kept for the pu blic 
g ood to be tu rn ed ov er to in div idu als 
for pu rposes of priv ate en richmen t. 
D u rin g the last session of con g ress 
bills were in trodu ced to tran sfer the 
w’ater power sites in the n ation al for- , 
ests an d the pu blic domain to the con ­ 
trol of the states. 
I can n ot state too 
stron g ly my belief th at these measu res 
are u n wise an d that it wou ld be disas­ 
trou s to eu act them in to law. 
In su bstan ce their effect wou ld be to 
free these g reat special in terests from j 
all effectiv e con trol. 
The passag e of | 
su ch a bill wou ld be a v ictory of the 
special in terests ov er the g en eral wel­ 
fare au d a lon g backw ard step down j 
the bill of prog ress we hav e of late j 
been climbin g . 


Coal Lan ds. 
The same prin ciple applies with pe­ 
cu liar force to the coal lan ds, an d es­ 
pecially to the coal lau ds in Alaska, 
whose protection au d ow n ership by 
the federal g ov ern men t are so n eces 
sary both for fu ll an d free in du strial 
dev elopmen t in the west an d for the 
n eeds of ou r fleet in the Pacific. 
The coal min es shou ld be leased, n ot 
sold, an d those who min e the coal 
shou ld pay back a part of the profit to 
the people. 
It is the rig ht an d du ty I 
of the people to dem an d the most v ig ­ 
ilan t tru steeship ou that part of that 
bran ch of the federal g ov ern m en t in 
charg e of the fu el resou rces of the 
Un ited States. 


The Neu tral Grou n d. 
Rem em ber also that man y of the 
men who protest lou dly ag ain st effec­ 
tiv e n ation al action wou ld be the first 
to tu rn 
rou n d 
an d protest ag ain st 
state action if su ch action In its tu rn 
becam e effectiv e an d wou ld then un­ 
hesitatin g ly In v oke the law to show 
th a t the state had n o con stitu tion al 
power to act. 
Lon g ex perien ce has shown th a t it 
is by no mean s impo ssible In ca ses o f 
co nstitutio na l do ubt to g et o ne set o f 


ju dicial decision s wThich ren der it dif­ 
ficu lt for the n ation to act an d an other 
set which ren der it impossible for the 
state to act. 
In each case the priv i­ 
leg ed ben eficiaries of the decision in ­ 
v oke the aid of those who treat the 
con stitu tion n ot as a healthy aid to 
g rowth, bu t as a fetish to prev en t 
g rowth, an d they assail the adv ocates 
of wise an d cau tiou s prog ress as bein g 
oppon en ts of the con stitu tion . 
As I hav e said before, I am a stron g 
believ er in 
efficien t 
n ation al action 
w here su ch action offers die best hope 
of secu rin g an d protectin g the in terest 
of the whole people as ag ain st the in ­ 
terest of a few. 
Bu t I am em phatical­ 
ly in fav or of state action where state 
action w’ill best serv e this pu rpose, 
an d I a n n o less em phatically in fa­ 
v or of cordial an d hearty co-operation 
between the n ation au d the states 
where their du ties are iden tical or 
ov erlap. 
If there Is on e thin g w’hich is more 
u n w ise than an other it is the creation 
by leg islativ e, by ex ecu tiv e or by ju ­ 
dicial action of a n eu tral g rou n d lu 
w'hicb n either the state n or the n a ­ 
tion has power an d which can serv e 
as a place of refu g e for the lawdess 
man , an d especially for the lawless 
m an of g reat wealth, w’ho can hire the 
best leg al cou n sel to adv ise him how’ 
to keep his abidin g place equ ally dis­ 
ta n t from the u n certain fron tiers of 
both state an d n ation al power. 


The Open Ran g e. 
I am here at the in v itation of the 
Colorado Liv e Stock association , an d I 
desire to ex press my appreciation of 
its steadfast stan d for decen cy an d 
prog ress in the han dlin g 
o f pu blic 
lan ds au d n ation al forests? It has met 
an d ov ercome the u n relen tin g opposi­ 
tion of some of the most in flu en tial 
stockmen of the state. 
It has won 
becau se It has beou rig ht.

to ex press also my appreciation of 
the work of the American Nation al 
Liv e Stock association .

wou ld be a calam ity whose balefu l ef­ 
fect on the av erag e citizen we can 
scarcely ex ag g erate if the g reat stores 
of coal an d other miu eral fu els still 
own ed by tlie people in Alaska an d 
elsew here shou ld pass in to the u n reg ­ 
u lated own ership of mon opolistic cor­ 
poration s. 


Tho Forest Serv ice. 
You prog ressiv e stockmen hav e stood 
heartily 
by 
the con serv ation mov e­ 
men t, an d with y ou hav e stood man y 
others throu g hou t the west, to whom 
larg e credit is du e, su ch u s the lu m­ 
bermen in W ashin g ton an d Oreg on , 
the irrig ators in Californ ia an d the 
su pporters of the cou n try life mov e­ 
m en t in an d arou n d Spokan e.

to m ake my ackn owledg m en ts in par­ 
ticu lar to the Colorado Forestry asso­ 
ciation . which has su pported the forest 
work of the g ov ern men t w ith su ch u n - 
I selfish zeal.

F in d in g of Bu lle t-M ark e d Skull. 


Anderso n, Ind., Au g. 29 .— William A. 
Tho mp so n, a retired co ntracto r and 
fo rm er marshal o f Anderso n, has co n­ 
nected the recent finding o f a sku ll in 
the so u th p art o f the co u nty with an 
u nex p lained tragedy which is said to 
hav e o ccu rred mo re than 
fo rty -fiv e 
y ears ago . 
Mr. Tho mp so n stated that 
in the early sp ring o f 1805 , while he 
was to wn m arshal, Mrs. Pat McClu s- 
key , who se hu sb and b o re an u nsav o ry 
rep u tatio n, came to him and info rmed 
him o f a terrib le crim e in which she 
b eliev ed her hu sb and was imp licated.

Partisan Bureau and Impose on Hon­ 


est Papers of State— Bureau Writer 


Later Lands on Law’s Side of Pure 


Food Cases. 


In a letter sent out to Democratic 
papers the other day, the Democratic 
publicity bureau attacked Attorney 
General Bingham viciously for travel­ 
ing in search of testimony, depositions, 
witnesses and material with which to 
make the state’s cases against pure 
food law violators. 
In effect the Democratic bureau, ap­ 
parently at the suggestion of the Dem­ 
ocratic governor, but really in re­ 
sponse to arguments from cunning 
counsel for the pure food law violators, 
declared against any effort by the 
state of Indiana to defend its position 
or to uphold the important law's 
against food frauds and adulterants. 
Attorneys for the pure food law vio­ 
lators, having failed to induce any rep­ 
utable newspaper in Indianapolis or 
elsewhere to use their underhanded 
and crooked attacks on the attorney 
general’s office, rightly figured that the 
Democratic press bureau, in its blind 
partisanship, and in its Taggart antip­ 
athy against the Republican attorney 
general, would snap at the tainted 
“dope.” 
The bureau accepted the bait and 
swallow’ed the adulterated stuff greed­ 
ily, and used all the Democratic edi­ 
tors it could influence, in furthering 
the evil designs of the poisoners who 
sell rotten foods to the public. 
The 
trick worked. 
A few days later, when the Republi­ 
can attorney general of Indiana met 
obstacles interposed by tricky lawyers 
at Washington, and was forced to 
make a fight in court for testimony 
needed to complete Indiana's case, the 
Democratic press bureau sent out a 
story attacking some supposed Wash­ 
ington officers who were “trying to 
hamper the attorney general” and 
block the enforcement of the pure food 
laws.

The railway law passed by the re­ 
cent congress will vitally affect the 
whole transportation system and com­ 
merce of the country. 
It marks an 
amazing advance in the movement on 
the part of the American people to 
control for the public welfare the high- 
w'ays of trade and travel. 
The new railroad law creates a 
Commerce Court. 
To this court five 
judges 
are 
assigned 
from 
among 
United States circuit judges, by the 
chief justice of the United States. 
They are to serve five years. 
This 
new court has the exclusive function 
of hearing and deciding cases brought 
for the purpose of enforcing or setting 
aside orders of the interstate com­ 
merce commission and certain other 
classes of cases for the regulation of 
interstate commerce. 
Appeals from 
this court may be taken to the United 
States supreme court. 
In these cases the United States 
itself is to be a party, represented by 
the attorney general’s office. The in­ 
terstate commerce commission and 
shippers may be represented by coun­ 
sel. Common carriers are to have in 
reach of the court agents on whom 
papers can be served. Telegraph and 
telephone companies are subject to the 
same act. 
The law' says that common carriers 
cannot charge more for a short haul 
than for a long haul, except as they 
can show’ the commission the justice 
of the charge.
